MOBILE COUNTY COMMISSION

The Mobile County Commission met in regular session in
the Government Plaza Auditorium, in the City of Mobile,
Alabama, on Monday, March 11, 2019 at 10:00 A. M. The

following members of the Commission were present: Connie
Hudson, President, Jerry L. Carl and Merceria Ludgood,
Members. Also present were Glenn L. Hodge, Interim County

Administrator/Clerk of the Commission, Jay Ross, County
Attorney, and W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer.
President Hudson chaired the meeting.

INVOCATION

The invocation was given by Commissioner Jerry L.
Carl, District 3.

John Johnston, Location Manager, Super Cool Film, LIC,
1541 Cambronne Street, New Orleans, LA 70118: Thank you
again for giving me a couple of moments of your time.
After running through some other options, we’ve decided
that we’re going to look for a two (2) lane road as opposed
to a four (4) lane, busy, larger road. We kind of looked
at Laurendine Road down near the Evonik Plant on Industrial
Road. We have presented it to Ricky. Ricky and I have
been discussing it over the weekend and it looks like after
some discussion with Evonik, he thinks that we might be
able to get permission to close Industrial Road and
Laurendine Road, between Bellingrath Road and Evonik seems
to be too busy with traffic. So we’re gonna talk to the
Plant to see if they can get some cooperation from them.
Industrial Road could possibly work for us. There is a
stretch of road we’d like to do a scene in a residential
area. There’s a neighborhood just north of there that I'1l1
investigate. Maybe seeing 1f we can close off a cul-de-sac
that is less impactful for a through stretch of traffic.

Commission President Hudson: Okay, I think you will
find the Commission agreeable as long our Public Works,
Engineering Department, and Legal Department are in
agreement with that. Gentlemen?

W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: That’s correct.
I got an item I can read out at the end to approve that.

Commission President Hudson: Okay.
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W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: If you want to
do that now or if you want to do it at the end. I can do
either way.

Commission President Hudson: Well, I think we can go
ahead and do that now. Go ahead and dispense with that.

W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: Okay. So it
would be to approve the County Commission President to
execute a location agreement with the filming company once
a suitable location is determined and agreeable with the
Engineering, Public Works, and Legal staff.

Commissioner Carl moved, seconded by Commissioner
Ludgood, that the Board approve the location agreement with
Super Cool Films, LLC once a suitable location is
determined and agreeable with the Engineering, Public
Works, and Legal staff, and authorize the President of the
Commission to execute the agreement on behalf of Mobile
County.

Commissioner Ludgood: We might need to put the name
of the film in.

W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: Yeah, I didn’t
have it off the top of my head.

John A. Johnson, Location Manager, Super Cool Film,
LLC: The name of the movie is called Super Cool.

W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: What’s the
company though?

John Johnson, Location Manager, Super Cool Film, LLC:
Super Cool Film, LLC.

W. Bryan Kegley II, County Engineer: OXkay.

John Johnson, Location Manager, Super Cool Film, LLC:
And if I could give a couple of moments to our Producer,
Ol1li Haikka.

Commission President Hudson: Absolutely. Welcome
Mr. Haikka.

Olli Haikka, Producer, Super Cool Film, LLC: Thank
you. I Jjust wanted to take the opportunity to thank you
guys and tell you that your tax rebate is clearly working.
We came seven thousand (7,000) miles from far away in
Finland to shoot here. And so far the experience has been
really wonderful. The southern hospitality is not only a
legend, it’s true. And we are very, very surprised and
very, very happy to be here. The City has been very, very
helpful. So far we have been shooting ten (10) days out of
thirty (30) days. And I can tell you guys that this is one
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of the best experiences in the United States so far
shooting. So, you guys are really doing a wonderful job.
Now the road that which we are talking about, that’s a very
essential part of the film. And we are very, very happy
that we are probably going to get one street closed because
like I told you guys, that’s the most important thing. We
will are very, very happy if you cooperate with that
because we know it would be really hard to pull off
wherever we would be, this particular one. Thank you very
much for having us here. And we brought from Finland eight
million U. S. dollars ($8,000,000.00) to Mobile, Alabama.
So it’s not that bad.

Commission President Hudson: Well, we appreciate
that. And thank you so much for being here today.

Commissioner Carl: And also, that Plant and that
road, is in my district. And I know that the managers of
that Plant very well. And I’ll be more than glad to make
an introduction and make a phone call for you.

John Johnston, Location Manager, Super Cool Film, LLC:
And I'm available any time to go down and meet at the
Plant.

Commissioner Carl: 1If you’ll work it out with Ricky
and I can make a phone call and/or I’'1l go down there with
you. But they’re very easy to work with.

John Johnston, Location Manager, Super Cool Film, LILC:
Great.

Ol1li Haikka, Producer, Super Cool Film, LLC: But
maybe I should mention that for us, this is a pilot
project. We are one of the biggest studios in Northern
Europe. So we are looking also on making series and future
films. This is going to be a good experience, so we will
for sure be back.

Commissioner Carl: Good.

Commission President Hudson: That’s excellent news.
Thank you. And I know Eva Golson with the Mobile Film
Office is here and she works very hard. And I know she has

been very accommodating and helpful to you as well.

John Johnston, Location Manager, Super Cool Film, LIC:
Thank you.

Commissioner Carl: We appreciate your business.
